Deficits In CoMtoms and Interna1 
Revenue Receipts. 


EW Y o r k , Jan. 
6 .—R. G. Dun & 
Co/s weekly review of trade says: 
The cloud of uncertainty docs not THE 
lift as yet. 
Strong confidence is ex­ 
pressed in nearly all m arkets th a t 
trade m ust improve w ith the new year, 
but it is y et too early to expect im­ 
portant change, if really on the way. 
In the m ain the conditions continue 
unchanged. 
The condition of the treasury excites 
less in terest w ith the gold reserve 
lower th an ever and the entire avail- 
reserve reduced to $90,000,000 than 
sm aller losses caused when the free 
gold exceeded $100,000,000. 
Yet the 
deficit of $37,604,329 in the first half of 
the current fiscal year, the decrease of 
$30,744,048 in custom s receipts for six 
m onths, and $10,654,191 in the internal 
revenue point to a large deficit for the 
year and a greater reduction of treasury 
balances th an can be safely perm itted. 
A t the point of danger is the large 
volume of paper circulation, w ith a 
narrow gold reserve, the proposal to 
issue fifty millions more paper by 
m eans of coining silver bullion held 
is 
not 
reassuring, 
and the cham­ 
ber of commerce here has earnestly 
urged an issue of short-tim e bonds, as 
recom mended by the secretary of the 
treasury. 
The disbursement of $95,- 
000,000 here, $27,000,000 in Boston and 
P ittsb u rg for Jan u ary interest and 
dividends, has produced nothing like 
the 
usual 
dem and for securities, 
though after several days of excessive 
selling the stock m arket rose an aver­ 
age of a dollar a share. 
The w heat m arket is % cent higher 
because of dim inished western receipts 
and corn is unchanged. Cotton receipts 
have lessened a little and the price has 
suddenly advanced a quarter, a move­ 
m ent probably on a par with others 
w hich have made this season a trying 
one to trade. 
It is questionable w hether the w ork­ 
ing force in the great industries has 
increesed as yet. though the first of 
the year considerable increase ie ex­ 
pected. 
The num ber of mills startin g 
and stopping w ork is the same. 
Sales of wool for the week am ount 
to 2,494;800 pounds, against 4,453,200 
for the corresponding week last year, 
and since May I the decrease has been 
49.6 per cent. 
Prices are somewhat 
w eaker, and few works report satis­ 
factory orders. 
Prices of cotton goods 
are fu rth er reduced to encourage pur­ 
chases. 
Most of the shoe shaps are 
m oderately employed, and the decrease 
in the shipm ents for the week is 17 per 
cent, against 20 per cent for the last 
seven m onths of 1893. 
Still lower prices are recorded in 
iron and steel boti) a t Philadelphia 
and P ittsburg w ithout increase in the 
volume of business. It is believed th a t 
th e output of pig, though 40 per cent 
less th an a year ago, exceeds the pres­ 
en t consum ption. The volume of busi­ 
ness represented by exchange outside 
New York is 18.2 p ercen t less than for 
the same week last year. 
The final classified returns of fail­ 
ures for 1893 are not y et complete, b ut 
the reports received for the latter p art 
of December have swelled the aggre­ 
gate of commercial liabilities to $338,- 
493,461, of which $167,545,985 are of 
M anufacturing failures, 8123.716.960 of 
trading failures, and $47,230,516 of 
other concerns. 
Complete returns w ill 
be given, it is hoped, next week. 
F or 
the last week the failures reported 
have been 511 in the United States, 
against 231 last year, and forty-one in 
Canada against seventeen last year.

S a n F r a n c is c o , Cal., Jan. 6.—The 
revenue cutter Corwin arrived a t the 
entrance of the harbor yesterday morn­ 
ing about 11 o’clock. 
W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 6.—P*rief official 
dispatches w ere received last night 
from the Corwin, b u t it is stated th a t 
M inister W illis’ full dispatches had 
not come through up till m idnight. 
Secretary Gresham absented him self 
from his hotel till a late hour, and 
the only inform ation given out was 
th a t he decided in the afternoon not 
to m ake public any new s th a t m ight 
come during the evening. 
In spite 
of tile seerec observed, there is ground 
for believing th a t M inister W illis con­ 
veyed to the adm inistration the ab­ 
solute defiance of the provisional gov­ 
ernm ent. and th a t he recounted his 
own com m unication .with the queen 
and w ith President Dole. 
As far as 
can be gathered W illis did not under­ 
stand th a t he was to aw ait congres­ 
sional action, b u t only th a t he was not 
to call o ut the m arines w ithout further 
instructions from W ashington. 
Ile w ent rig h t ahead and dem anded 
from the queen w hether she would 
comply w ith the conditions. 
When 
she agreed lie communicated w ith the 
provisional governm ent and politely 
suggested th a t it go out of existence. 
The governm ent declined to recog­ 
nize any 
right of M inister Willis 
to negotiate 
for 
the 
restoration 
of 
the 
monarch. 
The 
m inister 
told the queen she would have to wait, 
and the m inister him self is w aiting to 
know w hat step he shall Like next. 
fie especially w ants instructions about 
the relations, of him self to the provis­ 
ional governm ent when it transform s 
itself into a republic. 
According to 
the few hints dropped from official 
sources he does not apprehend an 
outbreak, though the excitem ent con­ 
tinues unabated. 
At least the positive 
statem ent is made th a t the adm inis­ 
tration does not think there w as any 
trouble after the departure of the Cor­ 
win. The belief in W ashington is th a t 
the vessel brought inform ation th a t 
the statu s quo was still m aintained, 
but the greatest interest is to learn 
how the queen received the news th a t 
the adm inistration had done all it 
could for her restoration and had now 
turned her case over to congress. 


Many Cases o f D eath from Exposure la 
Various Parts. 
L o n d o n, Jan. 6.—The storm is severe 
throughout G reat Britain, the th er­ 
m om eter registering the low est point 
known. 
W hile the lowest to-day is 
from 5 to IO above, it involves as much 
suffering as would a tem perature of 20 
below zero in the United States. Many 
cases of death from exposure are al­ 
ready reported, and out-door work has 
been alm ost entirely suspended. 
The gale in the channel, w hich for 
the first tim e in years compelled an 
entire suspension of the channel ser­ 
vice, is som ew hat abated and the mail- 
boats started on their passage between 
France and England. 
In several parts of England railw ay 
trains have been imbedded in the snow 
for hours and on the Isle of W ight 
the w eather is reported to be the 
coldest of the century. 
The River 
Yard is frozen from its source to 
w ithin a few yards of the sea and in 
the M edina river several trading ves­ 
sels are ice-bound in midstream. 
Reports received here from Spain 
show th a t the most intense cold also 
prevails there. 
At Zorita the ther­ 
mom eter registered IO above zero and 
a t Burgos several people were frozen 
to death. 
A dispatch from Madrid 
says th a t a m ounted guard fell from 
his horse and died from the cold. 
Snow is still falling and the cold seems 
to be on the increase. 
At Moscow 26 below zero is regis­ 
tered. 
At Nijni Novgorod the th e r­ 
m om eter registered 34 below zero and 
23 was reported a t Kharkoff.

I t pro­ 
vides for sessions beginning a t 11 
o'clock; th a t im m ediately.after the call 
of com m ittees each day the house shall 
go into com m ittee of the w hole to con­ 
sider the tariff bill; th a t general de­ 
bate shall close Jan .' IO; th a t the bill 
shall then be open to am endm ent and 
the previous question on the bill and 
am endm ents shall be ordered a t noon

Provision is made for night 
sessions and printing rem arks. 
When the order w as read Mr. B ur­ 
rows (rep.) of Michigan, a m em ber of 
the com m ittee on rules, raised the ques­ 
tion of consideration, b ut the speaker 
decided th a t the question of consider­ 
ation could not be raised against a re­ 
port of the com m ittee on rules. 
Mr. Boutelle said th a t he would ap­

Catehings conducted the vote, which 
summed up as 135 to IO. 
As the vote 
did not require a quorum further pro­ 
ceedings under the calljwcre dispensed 
with, and then another attem p t was 
made to get an effective vote by yeas 
and nays on securing the previous 
question on the report of the com m it­ 
tee on rules.

Did Not Note 
the Direction Of the 
Wind—His 
Gondola Skims 
the Waves and j 
Strikes the Cliffs. 


A lthough comparatively a young man, 
I 
being only 39 years old, Mr. S. A. Andree, 
chief engineer in the royal Swedish pstcnt j 
departm ent, is one of the foremost scien-j 
fists in Europe. For several months he 
busied himself with balloon ascensions in J 
the interest of science. The last tim e he , 
went up he was prepared to stay only two 
hours, but the winds willed otherwise and j 
blew him across the Baltic sea while a te r-! 
^ible storm was raging. The ascension was ■ 
made at Stockholm, and the observations ; 
were made above the clouds. The story is j 
best told in Iii.-, own words, as reported by j 
the New York Sun: 
’W hen I descended through the clouds, j 
i was astonished to find myself sailing over 
the Baltic. There were only two possibili-; 
ties for me to be rescued from certain 
death—one to try to reach Finland, the 
other to mi,et with a vessel. Soon I saw ‘ 
w ith my glasses a vessel trying to cross the 
way the balloon won a1 take, aud lie i rig I 
straight in my course it suddenly stopped. I 
T his action on the part of the steamer was 1 
simply madness. It was dangerous, not 
only to the balloon aud my life, but also to j 
the people on board the steamer, as the 


had no steam to come nearer up to me. I 
saw th at there was nothing left to me but. i 
to try to reach Finland. But in w hat way j 
was I to get up my ropes from the water? 
I tried to lift up the heaviest, but when I I 
got it a little above the surface the balloon 
became so much heavier and sank down. ‘ 
Theu I cut the rope attached to the empty 
sandbags. The balloon became immediate­ 
ly more steady and was carried forward 
with a good speed, now about, 14 miles an 
hour. 
“Some hours later I m et with the bark 
Kalewa from Finland. She offered me as­ 
sistance, which I declined. 
It was too 
risky an enterprise. If I had tried to go ! 
down to the surface while the bark lay in 
my way, the balloon would have rebounded 
from the water with a jum p of 200 to JOO 
meters. I should have been thrown o u t: 
and iii all probability killed. Therefore I 
determined to continue my voyage. One ! 
and one-half hours later I was obliged to 
cut the rope holding the anchor, which I 
at any rate would have lost on some cliff 
near the coast. It was a bold thing, but a 
necessary one. The balloon sped away at j 
the rate of 18 miles an hour. It kept at a i 
height of about 20 meters above the water, 
and although it often sank down very near 
to it I was never ‘dipped.’ So far as I 
know, nobody has ever sailed iii a balloon 
over such a course with the hold line of 
the balloon all the tim e down in the water. 
“Soon the wind began to freshen still 
more. It also began raining, which would 
have proved dangerous, but it ceased after 
a little while. A t 5:30 p. rn. I passee! over 
the first cliff on the coast of Finland. It 
was now so dark th at I could hardly read 
the compass. But I imagined the wind was 
going over to the south. If so, I would sail 
along the coast instead of into Finland. 
For 90 m inutes I was standing at the edge 
of the gondola with some ballast in my 
hands ready to throw it out in case of dan­ 
ger from collision with a cliff. Suddenly I 
saw a sharp light. I supposed it was a

The skull of a horse is on ex­ 
hibition there th at tells a tale of suf­ 
fering. On one side of the jaw a tooth 
had grown up until the sharp point 
had worn a deep hole in the solid bone 
of 
the 
uppt*r 
jaw . 
On 
the 
other side a looth had grown down 
from the. upper jaw until a hole was 
worn in th« lower bones. 
The suffer­ 
ings of the animal m ust have been in­ 
tense for about three years, as it 
would take about this length of time 
for a tooth to glow this much. 
Every 
movement of the jaw had made mat­ 
ters worse. 
This horse doubtless re­ 
fused to eat r gularly aud grew tb ia 
and was finally killed supposing it had 
glanders. 
Dentistry is now 
an 
im portant 
branch of the veterinary surgeons’ 
profession and such things are cura­ 
ble. 
There are but very few who will 
examine the back teeth or molars of a 
horse as it is very dangerous unless 
you are thoroughly practiced and ex­ 
perienced and 
veterinaries geneial y 
m ake no charge for exam ining them 
Horses are troubled very much with 
toothache and the specimen now on 
exhibition will slew w hat th a t poor 
anim al t-uftered. 
Following the tooth­ 
ache a cavity forms and the tooth de­ 
cays or is lost, tbs tooth above comes 
down into the carby and wears a hole 
into it as you calf see by the specimen 
on exhibition.
